DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The Preliminary Amendment filed on 1 9 July 2004 is not compliant because it 
should be on a separate page and text not underlined. Therefore, a correction of 
application has been amended as follows: 

At page 2, after the title, please insert the following: 

™ The present patent application claims the priority benefit of the filing date of 
United States Provisional Application No. 60/519,031 filed November 10, 2003, which is 
incorporated herein by reference. — 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there are no 
prior arts teaching or suggesting of an apparatus and method of an RFID reader 
adapted to communicate with RFID tags, comprising: 

an interface to receive an input at the RFID reader indicating at least one of 
a plurality of conditions pertaining to an environment of the reader, the 
conditions being one of a number of RFID tags in the environment, a number of 
other readers operating in the environment, and whether another reader operates 
at a frequency in a similar channel as the reader; 

a controller to select one of a plurality of modulation formats based on the 
input; and 
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an antenna for communicating with the tags according to the selected format. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Allen discloses a method and apparatus for identification and monitoring of and 
obtaining data relating to products moving along a distribution path, including at least 
one RFID tag mountable to a product and a plurality of interrogators spaced along the 
distribution path. [US 6,917,291] 

Eroglu et al disclose an interrogator that transmits a first and second interrogation 
signal each having a first operational characteristic that differs from the other. The 
interrogator receives a first and second return signal corresponding to the respective 
interrogation signals. [US 6,784,789] 

Issacman et al discloses an apparatus and method for a RF document control system 
that enables the location of documents to be automatically and rapidly identified. The 
local exciters are sequentially addressed and retransmit the coded RF signal at a 
second frequency, which is modulated by the energized tag. [US 6,127,928] 
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MacLellan et al discloses a TDMA duplex radio communication system uses an 
interrogator to generate a first radio signal by modulating a first information signal onto a 
radio carrier signal, which is sent to at least one remote tag of the system. 
[US 5,940,006]
